The War on Land. 


No new facts in connection with last 
Wednesday's naval’ engagement came to 
iighe yesterday. The communiqué from the 
Admiralty which we printed yesterday 
impiied a promise that Sir John Jellicoe’s 
despatch—together, presumably, with that 
of Sir David Beatty—will be made public 
as soon as the Admiralty receives it from 
the Commander-in-Chief. Until that 
authentic record of the action is pub- 
lished we shall do well to suspend judg- 
ment upon the unofficial and extremely 
contradictory accounts from various 
quarters which are now in circulation. 
In the meantime it is not fantastic to 
assume some relation between the naval 
action and the opening last Friday of a 
heavy German attack upon the Ypres 
salient. The enemy's proceedings are 
governed increasingly by political rather 
than by purely strategic considerations. 
There is good reason to suppose that the 
‘enterprise’ on which the High Sea 
Fleet was engaged when it was brought to 
action by the Grand Fleet last Wednesday 
was inspired by the necessity of distract- 
ing German public opinion from the grind- 
ing pressure of our blockade, and the 
same necessity explains the German Ad- 
miralty’s feverish anxiety to claim a re- 
sounding victory. Equally the Germans 
would count with some confidence upon a 
certain. disturbance of British public 
opinion before the facts of the naval en- 
gagement were fully known; and their 
consistently false coneeption of the 
psychology of other nations would suggest

time to organise the ground won—this 
normal course of operations exacts a toll 
from the attacking party out of all pro- 
portion to any momentary gain of ground 
which it may secure. It remains to 
be seen whether the gffort before Ypres 
will be .pressed.to the extreme length of 
the effort before Verdun. The French 
have discovered an Order of the Day, 
dated May 27th, in which the Chief of the 
German General Staff directs his officers 
“to push the attacks to the utmost limit, 
and only to stop upon formal’ orders from 
the Higher Commaad, no matter what the 
losses suffered may be.” That order has 
since been faithfully obeyed, with the 
rebult that the slaughter before Verdun 
has reached a point unequalled, in all the 
weeks of slaughter which have preceded 
it. © The ‘French- defence so far-holds fast, 
and. French military opinion is satisfied 
that, unléss the unforeséen occurs, Ger- 
many. will have spent hér reserve force 
availablé for Verdun within a fortnight. 
It is, difficult: to see in what way this 
calculation—and in such calculations the 
Frénch have hitherto been found to be 
singularly exact—<can. be vitiated. Upon 
the Italian front, where the Austrians are 
putting forth an effort comparable with 
the German effort before Verdun, a state 
of equilibrium appears to have: been 
reached. Yesterday's. conimunique ‘from 
Rome reports a slight Austrian gain at 
one point, but otherwise the Italians have 
prevented the. enemy from making any 
headway during the past five days. The 
Austrian advance has not been checked a 
moment too soon. The situation on the 
Italian front was becoming critical, and 
will become critical again unless the pre 
sent check can be confirmed. The 
Austrians have by this time emerged from 
the greater part of the tangled mountain 
country of the Trentino. They stand 
upen the edge of the slopes overlooking 
the. plain of Venetia. Behind the last 
ridges of the Italian defence only twenty 
miles of absolutely open country inter- 
vene before the first of the two main 
lines of lateral railway communication 
which supply the Isonzo front to the east 
is reached. At this critical point, how- 
ever, another factor has made its appear- 
ance. For their effort on the Italian 
front the Austrians have drawn heavily 
upon their reserves on the Russian front. 
Of this weakness the Russians have been 
quick to take advantage. They are secure 
for the present against any German move 
ment on the northern part of their front, 
for in the north the ground is not yet fit 
for major operations. In the south, how- 
ever, it hardens some time earlier than in 
the north ; and in the south, on the whole 
front between the Pripet niarshes and the 
Rumanian frontier, the Russians have 
now opened a _ successful offensive. 
They have taken thirteen thousand 
prisoners, together with guns and machine 
guns, and the advance proceeds. Our 
eastern Allies are turning to good account 
fhe experience of the past year. The 
infantry proposes to advance by gradual 
stages as the artillery prepares the way. 
The development of the Russian offensive 
in the east will be watched by the enemy; 
engaged up to the hilt in west and south, 
with extreme anxiety. 


Public Schoo! Reform. 


 A letter signed by Lord Desborough, 
Admiral Sir-John Jellicoe, and others 
well known in the fields of thought 
and action has been sent to the 
parents of boys at Eton—which, by 
the way, is now looking for a new head- 
master. The letter appeals for a larger 
and more systematic encouragement of 
science and modern languages in our 
public schools. It contains, we regret to 
say, a disparagement, not uncommon in 
such appeals, of the traditional classical 
training, which is described as '' íor the 
average boy a deplorable waste of must 
valuable time.” With a fortunate incon- 
sistency, however, the letter goes on to 
confess that the public school boy is now 
“doing splendidly both as a man and a 
soldier in the great ordeal through which 
we are passing.” Surely the training 
which has produced these results on the 
fields of Flanders was worth all the time 
and trouble that were devoted to it? With 
the letter’s main contention, however, we 
are in full agreement. The teaching of 
science and of modern languages in the 
average public school is unsatisfactory ; 
and it could be improved vastly without 
any injustice to the study of the ancient 
engage As this letter says, “the 
wonderful efficiency of the Germans, both 
in science and languages, points to the fact 
that their schools and universities answer 
these two vital requirements better than do

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VIEWS OF ULSTER UNIONISTS, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
: BELFAST, Mospar. 
At the meeting of the Ulster Unionist Coun. 
cil in Belfast. to-morrow it is expected that 
Sir Edward Carson will make an important 
pronouncement. Thé meeting is the subject of 
much discussion amongst Ulster Unionists to- 


night. It is now generally believed that as a 
result of recent conversations with Mr. Lloya 
George the Nationalist leaders are willing to 


counties—namely, the Counties of Antrim, 
Down, Derry, Tyrone, Armagh, and Fer- 
managh. So far as I can find from inquiries 
amongst the rank and file of Unionists in 
Ulster there is no disposition to accept any- 


thing short of the exclusion of the whole pro. 
vince, and, unless Sir Edward Carson and the 
other Ulster leaders can put before the meet 
ing grave reasons on Imperial grounds. neces. 
sitating the immediate settlement of the Home 
Rule question, there will not be any unani 


mous decision to accept the exclusion of only 
the six north-eastern counties. This. shortly, 
is the general tone of opinion amongst 
Unionists in Belfast. 

I have also heard some further views 
expressed. in the first place, there are 
many who believe it very undesirable 
to attempt any settlement~ of the question 
until after the war, in view of the pledge to 
the Ulster Division "that Ulster’s position 
would not be altered. and that the political 
truce would be maintained until the termina. 
tion of hostilities. A large section believe that 
any settlement now would be regarded bv. the 
Sinn Feiners as their reward for treason and 
rebellion, and an encouragement to fresh de. 
mands. This section is absolutely opposed to 
Home Rule under present conditions. On the 
other hand, there are not a few Unionists who 
believe that in restricting the Ulster area to 


all connection with an Irish Parliament, lies 
the best solution for the majority of the Ulster 
Unionists, as it would probably prevent this 
excluded Ulster from ever coming “under the 
control of an Irish Parliament. 
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inst the Admiralty for having 
allowed Mr. Churchill’s memorandum on 
the results of the battle to be published 
The, facts, I sus- 
pect, are that Mr. Churchill asked to see 
the despztches, and, having regard to his 
former position as First Lord, was allewed 
to do so; he then expressed the desire to 
make nublic his impressions, and again 
was given permission, subject to the 
viso that his “copy should be pa by 
the Press Bureau, and that is how it 
acquired the semi-official character which 
has aroused so much criticism. But though 
the procedure is a little unusual, no harm 
has beén done to anyone, unless it is to 
Mr. Churchill himself, who, if he desires 
later to impugn the action of the naval 
authorities, may regret that he rushed so 
hastily into print. 

The part played by the Zeppelins in the 
naval battle is not yet clear, but it seems 
certain that they were active. Stories are 
told of bomb-dropping on our ships. and 
on men in the sea.” The fact that the 
German report gives them a meed of praise 
means little, for it has been the custom of 
the Germans to laud the airships on every 
possible occasion, in order, possibly, that 
people may think them far more valuable 
and important than they really are. Some 
of the London newspapers are attacking 
the Admiralty because we have no Zeppe- 
lins, but; seeing that there is no reference 
to aerial craft at all, this is somewhat un- 
just. Our naval air service was hard at 
work through the whole battle. It has its 
allotted duty to perform on such an occa- 
sion, and dees it. We may yet be told 
something of how it was done. 

According to a Rome telegram, the Ger- 
man Admiralty has now received informa- 
tion that the losses of the German Fleet 
were much heavier than was at first sup- 
posed. It is probable—indeed certain— 
that this is so, but no admission of the 
fact appears in the semi-official acoount of 
the battle which has been issued in Berlin 
and appears in the papers to-day. The in- 
sistence in the account upon the great 
numerical superiority of the British forces 
is probably intended, however, to prepare 
the German public for the announcement 
Even the most 
innocent. German must find it a little diff- 
cult to understand why, if the German 
Fleet scored such an overwhelming victory, 
it should, nevertheless, have found it 
necessary to run for home. 

A rough calculation of the respective 
losses on the basis of the Admiralty’s esti- 
mate shows that we lost 14 vessels, aggre- 
gating 114,000 tons, and the Germans 18 
vessels, aggregating 142,000 tons. 

The Germans used gas shells in the 
battle, adding another horror to a sea 
battle. They have also been using much 
gas on the western front again. Fortu- 
nately our men now think little of this, 
and are provided with most effective gas 
helmets to protect them from the danger. 
It is fortunate that the Germans devised 
nothing new in the way of such horrors for 
their ships. Gas clouds, however, could 
séarcely be used in a naval battle with 
effect. With the ships miles apart and 
constantly moving, no gas cloud could be 
worked with safety to the enemy. Gas 
shells, however, are a different story. 

One of the most significant and satisfac 
tory statements in last night's com- 
muniqué from the Admiralty was that on 
the evening of June 2 Sir John Jellicoe’s 
fleet was again ready to put to sea. This 
gives point to the suggestion of the French 
Admiral Degouy, that now is the time, 
while the German Navy is paralysed, for 
the British Fleet to seize its opportunity 
and attack the German naval bases. We 
may be sure that our naval authorities are 
quite alive to the situation, and that there 
is every prospect of ' a certain liveliness 
in the North Sea ” for some time to come. 

During the last few days interest in the 
war has mostly centred around the naval 
battle in the.North Sed. Ypres and Ver- 
dun were almost forgotten while the live 
story of the biggest naval battle in history 
was being told. The fighting at Ypres 
has been very severe of late, and the fight- 
ing around. Verdun fiercer than ever. 
Ypres is “an incident,” Verdun is what 
Mr. Winston Churchill would call “a 
tendency.” By that 1 mean that, while 
the German assault on the Canadian 
trenches will have no effect on the ultimate 
result of the war, the fighting at Verdun 
will. The Germans seemingly have com- 
mitted themselves on the Meuse to a defi- 
nite and decisive blow at France. They 
will keep hammering sway at Verdun in 
the hope of capturing the town or else kill. 
ing so many Frenchmen and exhausting so 
much French artillery and munitions that 
there can be no offensive in the west, with 
the consequence that the Germans will 
have sufficient numbers to enable them to 
deal with the Russians on the east. It 
seems a honeless task. It is difficult to 
say, of course, what the resources of Ger- 
many are, but by this time, in munitions 
at any rate, the Allies in the west should 
be as well supplied as the Germans. If 
we are—in particular, if France has suffi- 
cient guns and shells—Germany will not 
su 
In the meantime, what about Russia? 
Frankly. it is to be honed that our Rus- 
sian Allies will not assume the offensive 
until they are absolutely ready. Now 
that the White Sea is open, every day in- 
creases Russia's strencth. If the French 
ean hold Verdun, say for a month, Russia 
will be immensely stronger. It may 
be that the French can hold Verdun as 
long as they like. In that event it would 
be a pity for the Allies to take the offen- 
sive too soon. The spring is nearly over. 
Before this time last year the German 
offensive in the east had commenced. If it 
is delayed much longer it is doomed to 
utter failure. The Allies, however, are
